The Tariff.
The new tariff hill Imposes a duty of one

cent a pound on the low gradct of raw tug&r
and on tyrnpt, which, estimating syrups at
teu pounda to the gallon, would make an ad'
ditional charge of ten centa a gallon to the
couiumer. In addition it will be remembered
that our present free-trad- e Secretary of the
Treasury orders tbat the weight of packages
shall be added, and duty charged upon them
On the better grades of raw augar the uew
bill Imposes a duty of one and a half cents a
pound ; on rcGued sugar, two and a half centa;
and on colored sugar and candy, five cents,
On such qualities of sugar aa are required
for table nse, and for preserving fruits, the
people are to pay two and a half cents
pound tax for the benefit of Louisiana sugar
planters. To what end? Will they ever be able
to make sugar without this Government favor
itism? Nobody bolievet that they will. Neither
toll nor climate are going to be improved
by protection, nor labor cheapened, and as
the production Is made by slave labor, there
it no excuse of tbe low wages of pauper labor
in Europe to offer as a reason fur protection
In the caso of ron and coal there is some ex
ense for enormous duties, in political neces

ity, as the support of Pennsylvania L: needed
to carry the tariff bill, and it is thought that
tbe State may be secured to tbe Republicans
by conceding it all it can ask on its special
ities. But neither the tariff bill nor the Re-

publican party will get any support from
Louisiana. It will pocket the two and a hall
cents a pound on its sugar, taken out of the
pocketsof ourfarmers and laborers, aud abuse
tht party aud the people who pay it this
tribute. No on will pretend that this duty
dos not increase the cost of sugar to pre-

cisely that amount to the consumer. It
comet with particular hardships 'on

Northern farmers and laborers. The tariB
bill provides no protection to Northern
farmers which can compensate for the tax on
this one article, although it doet provide a
nice, protection on hay aud pumpkins. Tbe
Louisiana sugar-plante- rs are supported by
Government bounties. It would be far bet-

ter tbat they should be retired from business
on Government pensions, and the sugar
trad thrown open.

Another top is offered to the Southern
Cerberus in the shape of a duty of fifty cent

pouod on all kindt of cigart, and ten per
cent, ad valorem; ten centt a pound and
twenty-fiv- e per cent, ad valorem on leaf to-

bacco; being prohibitory on all bnt. high-pric-

qualities.
Pennsylvania hat, of course, had her own

way in adjusting tbe tariff, and baa cut il

thick on every thing in the shape of iron and
coal. On bar iron, which it made to include
slabs, blooms, and every thing more advanced
than pig iron, tbe duty it fifteen dollars a
tun; railroad iron, twelve dollars a tun; on
boiler-pla- te iron, twenty dollars a tun; on
rolled or hammered iron (other than one-four-th

ipch, or less, iron wire,) one dollar o

hundred pounds; on pig iron, tlx dollars a
tun; on hollow-war- e, stoves, Ac, one cent a
pound; on band and hoop iron, nail rods, Ac,
twenty dollars a tun; on anchors, iron chain.",

cablaj and anvils, one dullar and fif.y cents a

hundred pounds; on wrought nails, spikes,
rivetl and bolts, blacksmith hammers and
sledges, malleable iron in castings, steam, gas
and water pipes, two cents a pound; and

vary species of iron manufacture is favored
with similar duties; while bituminout coal it
"protected" by a duty of one dollar a tun, as
If coal could not be digged out of the bowels
of Pennsylvania without protection against
that which is excavated under much greater
disadvantages in England and transported
three thousand miles.

The duties on blankets and thawlt are
snort than doublsd, and throughout, the new
tariff it arranged to as to place a much
heavier burden on articles of general neces-

sity than on fine goods which nro more in
the nature of luxuries. It it remarkable for

tht enormous protection il provides for a
few Interests, tuch at the tugar, iron, pitch
and turpentine, and the woolen manufac-
tures, and for sacrificing the other interest
of the country to them.

Great opposition has been made by pro-

tectionist! to tht ad valorem system as open-

ing the way to frauds; and one great reason
urged for a revision of the tariff was, thai
specific duties might be substituted; but this
bill provide both ad valorem and specific
duties, even on the same articles, preserving
the frauds of the one and adding tbe ine-

quality of the other system.
Tb necessities of Government require

heavy tax upon import, and mak it neces-

sary that it should be adjusted with some
regard to uniformity, to prevent its being
oppressive. Even a horizontal tariff would
provide til the protection that manufacturers
need that is, if they need any, which we

deny but this bill sacrifices revenue to pro
tection, and has saddled tht Republican party
with a aystem which baa been thoroughly

''contested in this country and beaten, and
will be beaten again, as often at it is fairly
brought before tb people. Th Republican
party in Congress hat taken tbe earliest op-

portunity to show to the country that It is
' merely a restoration of ancient Wuiggery,

with tht Bourbon virtue of learning nothing
and forgetting nothing.

Return of the Jews to Palestine.
Th reliiloue editor of th Ohio State

Journal says that events ar now transpiring
blch indicate a general movement of tb

Jews to repossess the promised land. "Th
tide of progress, after alapso of centuries,
seems to have fairly turned In that direction,
and tbe prayers long offered by that scat
tered people may be said to be hastening to
Its fulfillment." The Journal ttatct that
liberal propositions have been made by the
Sultan of Turkey for the encouragement of
Jewish emigration to Palestine, but holds
tbat these events are more In consequence of
prophesy than of Turkish liberality; and that
"to the reader of the yet unfulfilled pages of
Revelation they point to what," at it respects
the Jewish nation, "prophets and kings,"
have long waited for, "but died without the
tight."

In regard to " the prayers long offered by
tbat scattered people," there is probably a
mistake of fact The prayers for tbe restora
tion of tho Jewt have been chiefly offered by
dovout Christians, who have insisted that the
Scriptures should be fulfilled in this way.
The Hebrews themselves have taken all pro
per moans to show that they are just at much
native in the countrict where they are born,
as auy other peoplo, and that they desire no
restoration. It seems singular tbat Tartars,
and Saxons, and even Africans, should have
facilities of transmigration to any country,
and of becoming native to it, while it is in-

sisted that tho Hebrews shall be regarded
as exiles, tarrying in the wilderness, and
longing for a return to Palestine.

The Christian idea is tbat the Hebrews are
under a curse, and it is very creditable to
Christianity that it should wish It removed.
But so far as temporal prosperity is con
cerned, there are no signs of tbe disfavor of
God, and in this country, where there are no
political distinctions on account ot religion,
tbey have equal rights with all. Thit is all
that tbey ask or need, and thit will answer
every purpose, except the fulfillment of acer
tain Interpretation of the prophesies. But
these can only be fulfilled by a restoration of
the Jews to favor as God't peculiar people,
when all other nationt would be outside bar-

barians, or "dogs," as the Hebrews used
to call them, when tbey monopolized
divine favor. Even converts to the Hebrew
religion were not regarded worthy to
eoter the Temple, but had the privilege of a
pen outside. In viow of this, tbe prayerful
anxiety of Christians seems curious. But it
is clear that nothing less than this will be
such a restoration aa is prayed for. The
Hebrews enjoy tbe highest temporal pros
perity now. They are also natives of coun
tries compared with which Palestine it a
desert; therefore the only restoration that
can better their condition Is a return of the
peculiar favor of God. W doubt if the peo
ple who are praying for this would like to
have their prayers answered in the only pos
sible way. God s purposes required a chosen
people once; tbey have been worked out or
abandoned, and certainly to tucb
a favoritism now would not glorify his
justice.

A Nashville paper anticipates a difficulty
in the way of a restoration to Palestine, from
tbe fact tbat the Hebrews are not now an
agricultural people, and, tberefore, the pro
gress of tbe nation would be crippled by the
want of tbe means of subsistence. But the
fact is. they never were an agricultural people;
they ware pastoral, and probably would re-

turn readily to that mode of living, in a
country adapted to it. This bent was un-

doubtedly given to tbe Hebrew mind by the
Divine favor shown to Abel, who first intro
duced pastoral life, over Cain, who undertook
agriculture; Abel's offering of flesh having
been received with high favor, while the
fruit and vegetables of Cain met a cold re-

ception. But if the restoration of the He-

brews is really necessary to the fulfillment ol

prophesy, tbe means will be provided, and
for us to suggest difficulties aud wonder how
God It to overcome tbera, it only reducing
Omnipotence to our puny dimensions.
